US. COPTERS AID VIETNAMESE RANGERS 


Viet Rebels Dealt Stunning Defeat 


SOC TRANG, South Viet Nam 
(U PI) — Vietnam ese 
Rangers 
aided by U.S. Army helicopters 
dealt Communist Viet Cong reb­ 
els one of their worst defeats in 
a two-day battle ending today. 


At least 85 Communists, top­ 
line regular troops, were killed 
and 8 captured. A record num­ 
ber of heavy weapons also was 
taken by th eoutnumbered gov­ 
ernm ent force. 


The R angers, flown into bat­ 
tle in the American helicopters, 
overran what w as believed to 
have been the headquarters of 
a Communist general in charge 
of terrorist activities for all of 
western Viet Nam. 


Eight Yanks Wounded

Italy Elects 


President 


ROME (U PI)—Social Demo­ 
cratic Foreign Minister Giusep­ 
pe Saragat was 
elected fifth 
president of the Italian repub­ 
lic today after the Communists 
threw their support to him on 
the 21st ballot in Parliament. 
Election of the pro-Western 
Saragat, 66, brought to an un­ 
expected end a 13-day deadlock 
that had bogged down into the 
longest presidential election in 
European history. 


After 20 fruitless ballots by a 
joint session of parliament, the 
Communists — Italy’s second 
largest party — announced they 
were 
swinging 
their votes 
to 
Saragat. 
As a result he won a landslide 
victory on the 21st ballot this 
afternoon. 
Saragat was a member of the 
Italian Socialist Party until Jan­ 
uary, 1947, when he broke away 
to form the Social Democrats 
in protest against Socialist ties 
with the Communists. 
His party has been in various 
center-left 
government 
coali­ 
tions and has served twice as 
vice-premier 
before 
becoming 
foreign minister in Premier Al- 
d° Moro’s present coalition cab­ 
inet. 
Saragat will be Italy’s first 
socialist president. However, he 
has shown time arid time again 
during his 
tenure as foreign 
minister that he is an avowed 
friend of th* West.
